The Lonpon UNIVERSITY arose out of the educa- 
tional movement; and the “ PENNY Macazine,” that prolific pa- 
rent of an almost countless brood of cheap instructors, was to fur- 
nish a key to the portals of the stately institution. The scheme 
encountered much stout opposition, but the solitary weapon of 
the adversaries of universal teaching was Ridicule—the apology, 
but not always a feeble one, for the absence of solid argument.

Education has enlarged the sphere of the murderer and the 
robber, and now scarcely a week passes over our heads without 
presenting some testimony to the daring hardihood of the Brinvil- 
lierses of humble life. The case of Sheridan is the latest on record. 
The reader will find it detailed elsewhere; and as the miscreant 
has confessed his crime, the law will speedily boast another victim, 
unless the modern fiction of “Insanity” is interposed, that Bed- 
lam may harbour what the gallows should possess. 

The facility with which arsenic is obtained, in spite of the com- 


mendable precautions of chemists and the prohibition of the law, 
and the impossibility of its detection (until after it has done its 

work) when mixed with substances to which, in appearance, it bears 

some affinity, will probably lead ingenious men to devise some 
plan for rendering its presence palpable even to the unsuspicious. 

It might, we should apprehend, be coloured a rich scarlet or a 
blue, or some other hue, that would at once raise the curiosity or 

excite the suspicions of intended victims. And to render care 
upon the part of the dealers still more obligatory, a penalty might 
be attached to the sale of the article, and to all substances of a si- 
milar kind hostile to human life, excepting under circumstances of 
a justifiable nature. This is all that is left to us now, unless ter- 
rible example be made of the poisoners by admitting no pleas of 
lunacy, and yielding to nene of the suggestions of a spurious hu- 
manity. For the permanent correction of the evil we must look 
to an improvement in public morals, and that can only be wrought 
by a combination of religious with secular teaching. The Go-

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THE NEW ARMY AND NAVY CLUB. 


We are this week enabled to present our subscribers with the design 
of the New Army and Navy Club, and we congratulate the members, 
especially the committee, whose labours were both „arduous and 
onerous, in having secured so magnificent a palace, which is equally 
a credit to the Services and to their own taste. “ The design,” says 
our contemporary of the “ United Service Gazette,” in whose co. 
lumns the iliastea one have appeared, “will be readily recognised by 
such of our readers whose duties or inclinations have called them to 
that land of classic art, Italy, as having been based {upon the cele- 
brated Cornaro Palace, on the Grand Canal at Venice. Not a few 
complaints and lamentations have reached us, deprecating the deca- 
dence of our architectural talent, whose highest achievement consists 
in adopting the works of the great architects of Italy. At the pre- 
sent moment we do not feel disposed to dispute this point, but at the 
same time we cannot refrain from drawing attention to the followin 
fine clubs, the Reform, the New Carlton, the Traveller’s, the Con- 
servative, and Arthur's Many based upon well-known Italian palaces), 
and to compare those edifices with the United Service, the Junior 
United, the Oxford and Cambridge, and the Union, all the offspring 
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of native talent. The result of a division among our readers we can 
hardly imagine to be doubtful. It has always struck us that Vene- 
tian palaces are those most deserving our architects’ study, and most 
worthy of their imitation. Unlike the colossal fortress style of 
building to which the Florentines were so partial; dissimilar also to 
the lath and plaster of Vicenza, or the meretricious vagaries which 
Allessio engrafted on Genoa, the Venetian affords us a variety in al- 
most every style. The peculiarity of many of their plans, growing 
out of their confined spaces, where dry land, in their case, Was as 
valuable to them as ground in Paris or London, has never been 
sufficiently estimated, 

“ The depths of the entablatures, which might be urged as a fault 
in the design under notice, has its origin from the well-known dislike 
of all members of clubs to display the indispensable upper floor, de- 
voted to the billiard and smoking-rooms ; and we can attribute small 
blame to the architeets who selected Sansovino as their model, the 
very essence of whose style gave them their identical requirements, 
Moreover, taking into consideration the massiveness of the basement, 
which, in our opinion, is the most expressive feature in reference to 
its design, we do not see how the entablature could be less. 

“ The architects are likewise deserving of the utmost credit for 
their clever adaptation of the mezzinine, in the original, to the pur- 
poses of artificial light and ventilation, so little regarded by our mo 
dern Palladios. This strikes us as a master-thought, An ordinary 
airon at once have applied the mezzimne without taking the 
slightest heed of its convenience as to locality to the baths and 
dressing-rooms, by the number of which the luxuries, if not the con- 
veniences, of a club are so much augmented. 

“It is this seizing of the spirit of a translation, instead of its mere 
literal adaptation, which deservedly ‘commands our warmest praise, 
So much for the exterior, which, to our minds, will be one of the 
most sumptuous and effective buildings in our modern Babel. We 
hear it is the intention of the committee, whose views are concurred 
in by the architects, one of whose names is a sufficient guarantee for 
good taste, to carry out the ornament of the interior in the most 
simple and severe style. This is as it should be; a profusion of 
frescoes and buildings suitable to a lady’s boudoir would be about as 
much "placed in an Army or Navy Club as the decoration of a 
Steam-packet applied to the state cabin of a man-of-war., In a future 
mumber we hope to be enabled to present our subscribers with plans 
af the several floors, which cannot fail to be an acceptable offering to 


the members of both Services in every quarter of the globe. The 
architects are M essrs, Parnell and Smith.” .

The travellers were passing over the « spurs,” or foot- 
holds of the mighty Andes. The “ foundations of the world ”—the 
convulsions of eternity were before them. Forests of immense anti- 
quity cover the valleys; and everywhere the soil is torn up or divided 
into gullies by rapid torrents, which, descending from the steep dè- 
clivities of the hills, pursue a pid course to the lower streams. 
Vast boulders of stone, precipitated from the upper peaks, are scat- 
tered in grand confusion over. the primayval landscape. The woods 
are peopled with innumerable birds, among whom several species of 
humming birds, of dazzling varieties of colour, are conspicuous. 
Nature, in such solitudes, appears to be.triumphant, yet it is as ‘a 
destroyer, for at every step her glorious works form so man screens 
to hide the monuments of ancient Indian civilisation which lie be- 
neath. The travellers were not long before they had to ascend a 
mountainous ridge, whose top seemed to lose itself in the clouds. 
‘The pathway occasionally touched the borders of everlasting snow. 
Thick fogs frequently surrounded them, and on such occacions they 
would become benumbed with cold. ‘The only living thing noticed 
in these lofty regions was the condor, who, spreading his huge wings, 
Would sail to and fro over the heads of the party, and then soar away 
till the horizon covered him from further observation. 

At length the party reached the eastern slopes of the Andes, where 
an awfully precipitous path of thirty miles extent brought it to the 
valley of Santa Anna, celebrated for its beauty, but better known for 
its sugar-canes, coffee, cocoa-nuts, and cocoa, which last production 
merits a passing notice. Whilst most of the ordinary vegetable 
riches of the country, including those we have named, are suffered to 
rot on the spot which produced them, the people being destitute of 
the means of export, the cocoa, forming as it does an essential 
article in the food of the Indian, is gathered and preserved with care, 
and always finds a ready sale. With a few handfuls of leaves from 
the cocoa shrub, and with little, if any, provision of other kinds, the 
hardy Indian, like the date-feeding Arab of Africa, will undertake 
journeys of eight or more days. It is not to be doubted that when 
government have opened ways of communication to the cocoa 
regions of South America, the trade in the leaves will become co-ex- 
tensive with that of tea. M. de Castelnau considers that cocoa leaves, 
while they would at all times furnish mariners with a cheap and 
useful beverage, might, on occasions of scarcity, save them from the 
horrors of famine, an opinion in which he is joined by M. Tschudi, a 
pee traveller, who has recently published an interesting work on

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THE CURRENCY AND THE NEW: PARLIAMENT. 


As we predicted Jast. week, the dodge of Government is 
to entertain the House of Commons with a promise of enquiry 
into the Bank Charter Act of 1844, which will necessarily occupy 
many months, instead of removing the monstrous nuisance ont of 
our sight, and then proceeding by committee to consider and es- 
tablish such a permanent circulating medium as this great com- 
mercial nation requires — one that shall render money equable 
and equitable in all che interchanges between man and man. 

The indications on the first night of debate upon the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer’s motion were not of that determined character 
on the part of the Opposition that might reasonably have been 
expected. Mr, \Baring’s speech was most becoming, because 
it exhibited the indignation which every commercial man must 
feel, when denouncing a system so fraught with mischief as the 
legislation of 1844, 

All that was asked of the Government during this early portion 
of the debate was, that the Chancellor of the Exchequer would 
give some assurance that the same course should be adopted, 
pending the enquiry by committee, that had been resorted to in 
October last, namely, a breaking through the law. But how 
wanting in dignity for a body of legislators who have seen the 
evil working of a given system !—in those who had been listening 
to so feeble a defence of that system by one of its authors—who 
had witnessed the tortuous windings and shufflings inseparable 
from a bad cause in the hands of an advocate, that they should 
be content to crave from that partizan, or that advocate, as a con- 
cession, that which they are entitled with justice to demand. 

Away with such trifling, such mealy mouthed entreaties. On 
this great question give us the fire and energy of a Pitt, a Fox, a 
Sheridan, or a Burke; the subject befits a tone such as they 
would, either one of them, have assumed to remove the incubus, 
to demolish the monster that was destroying the very vitals of 
our social system. 

The feature of the first evening’s debate was the speech of an 
unfledged member, Mr. James Wilson, who, with the self-pos- 
session of a great authority, propounded some of the most extra- 
ordinary contradictions that ever infested the brain of one man. 
This speaker set forth the views he is accustomed to advocate in 
the “ Economist” from week to week, and most fortunately has 
incorporated among them his high appreciation of * converti- 
bility,” which he would maintain, with an issue enlarged fifty per 
cent. by the Bank of England. The next absurdity he put for- 
ward was, that though the price of gold is fixed in the currency, 
it was not the price of gold but its quantity that was fixed ; and 
maintained that gold was nevertheless free to find its market price. 
This we have answered by anticipation ; and for a solution of this 
branch of the question, we would only refer Mr. Wilson to any 
bullion merchant, and ask him to ascertain at what price he can 
sell gold in the English market, while it is to be obtained at the Bank 
for notes of that establishment at the rate of 3l. 17s. 104d. per ounce, 
Mr, Wilson’s arguments appeared to be pretty equally divided 
between the two opposing sides of the House. His admissions 
are all that we would ask for the establishment of the views for 
which we have long contended, He sufficiently recorded his ob- 
jection to the Act of 1844; that of 1819 is as yet certainly beyond 
his comprehension. f é 

Mr. Cayley, who evidently spoke under the depression of 1m- 
paired health, made some most important points, and demolished 
the. fallacies of Government in respect to railway anyesement, 
showing that the money employed in their construction found its 
way back again into immediate circulation. In this our readers 
will find a confirmation of what we have previously and more 
than once advanced. 

Even in this stage Sir Robert Peel must have scen that a tre: 
mendous storm was about to break over his head. The 
Whig Ministry of his own nomination have proposed the submis- 
sion of his boasted “ complement ” to the consideration of a com- 
mittee. What will be the course of the right honourable 
baronet remains to be seen, He will no doubt listen still further 
before he commits himself; but even were he disposed to step 
back, the country will see that it is too late for repentance, and 
that he cannot now claim credit for anticipating the judgment 
ofthe nation. As Mr. Baring well observed, the manufacturers 
and merchants have condemned the measure beyond recovery, 
His moment of interference has passed away; and if he consults 
the best means of saving his future character, he will decline to 
take part on the committee, and<will await the call of his country 
to account for his conduct by an explanation as a witness before 
the ordeal about to be offered to him. 

The debate of Thursday evening was opened by the new mem- 
ber for Stafford, Mr. Urquhart, who has fully justified every ex- 
pectation formed of his mental power. The Honourable Gentle- 
man, in a strain of clear argument mingled with withering de- 
nunciation, visited with effect their deceptions on the heads of the 
Bullionists ; replied with consummate skill to the fallacy of the 
member for Westbury, in his denial of a restriction on gold ; 
showed the recklessness of free trade with a restricted currency ; 
and called upon the advocates of that system to be consistent, in 
this at least, to demand an equally free trade in gold, the measure 
of every other commodity, Mr. Edward Ellice, the member for 
Coventry» followed in a statesmanlike and very candid speech, a 
which the Right Hon. Gentleman explained that he had origi: 
nally opposed the Act of 1819; he was desirous of maintaining R 
fixed standard, but had every desire to accommodate this to the 
practicability and justice of the case, and especially to the altered 
circumstances of the country with respect to free trade. We must 
defer our remarks on the masterly and convincing speech of 
Mr. Newdegate and the other proceedings 0n the debate until 
our next.’ : ; Kesak 

It is quite problematic what course the various parties will take 
in the division. The ordinary supporters of Ministers who claim, 
unjustly we say, the cognomen of Whigs, will stand by the 
Premier. How many of the Radicals proper Will Join him is to 
be ascertained. The Lancashire manufacturers, with honourable 
exceptions, will, too certainly, adhere to Government; but we 
have to see how many from the different sections will unite with 
the Protectionists and Scotch members, and claim a full and sufli- 
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i vt 
cient inquiry into the fallacious system under which the nation 
has so long groaned. It is satisfactory to find that one of the late 
employées of the late Government has come out distinctly enough. 
Mr. M'Gregor, the member for Glasgow, is represented by Mr.

The Government Railway Bill for extending the time for the 
completion of raiiway works, and for the purchase of land, is ex- 
ceedingly simpie in its nature, and more intelligible than such docu- 
ments generally are. The chief provisions are that railway com- 
panies wishing for an extension òr time must make application to 
the commissioners of railways within two months from the passing of 
the Act, The commissioners may then, if they thiuk fit, extend the 
time, but not for more than two years from the expiration of the 
period allowed by the original Act. In cases of parties feeling 
themselves aggrieved by the delay, the claims of such persons, if noc 
settled by agreement with the company, shall be settled by arbitra- 
tion, or by the verdict of a jury, in like manner as is provided by the 
Lands Ciauses Consolidation Act. It is also enacted that no rail- 
way company, which has not before the 27th of November, 1847, en- 
tered into any contract for the execution of works authorised by their 
Act, shall enter into any coniract within twelve months after the 
passing of the present Act, except in cases of deviation from the line 
originally proposed, and contracts tor the construction of works

ones was placed on the staff of the 
army as brigade-major, which appoint- 
ment he held until May, 1812, and was 
employed at all the sieges, successful 
and unsuccessful, which were under- 
taken during that period. For his 
conduct during the operations against 
Ciudad Rodrigo, he was particularly 
mentioned by Lord Wellington in his 
despatches, and in consequence he 
received the brevet rank of major ; 
and the same honourable notice of his 
services at the capture of Badajos in 
1812, obtained for him the rank of 
lieutenant-colonel and a medal. More 
than the ordinary duties of brigade- 
major develved upon Major Jones at 
this siege, arising from the circum- 
stance of the chief engineer having 
received a contusion in the early part 
of the operations, which prevented him 
from visiting the trenches until near 
the close of the siege; Lord Welling- 
ton therefore made his daily arrange- 
ments with Colonel Fletcher, assisted 
by Major Jones, Colonel Fletcher 
being of course obliged to act by the 
advice of his brigade-major. As soon 
as Major Jones received the notifica- 
tion of his promotion to the rank of 
lieutenant-colonel, he resigned his 
staff appointment ; actuated by the 
proper feelings of a soldier, that the 
duties of a brigade-major were incom- 
patible with the higher rank which he 
iad obtained. Upon its being deter- 
mined to carry on operations on the 
eastern coast of Spain, detachments 
of artillery and engineers were ordered 
from Portugal to join the expedi- 
tionary forces under General Maitland. 
Lieutenant-colonel Jones went in 
command of the Royal Engineers ap- 

ointed for this service; but upon 
Totoing the head-quarters of the ex- 
pedition, it was found that his brevet 
rank was superior to that cf the 
officer in command of the Engineers, 
who came with the troops from Sicily, 
and he was therefore appointed to the 
staff as assistant quartermaster- gene- 
ral, and transferred to her Majesty’s 
ship Malta, in which ship were Gene- 
ral Maitland’s head-quarters. Lord 
Wellington entered Madrid; and it 
being deemed advisable to commu- 
nicate with his lordship, Colonel 
Jones was selected to be the bearer 
of despatches, as an officer well qua. 
lifled to afford every information that 
might be required: He proceeded 
across the country to Madrid, and was 
well received by the commander of 
the forces, who desired him not to 
return to the east coust of Spain, but 
to proceed with him and command 
at the siege of Burgos, which he was 
then contemplating; the latter part 
of these instructions could not be 
complied with, as L eutenant-Colonel 
Burgoyne was a senior officer of En- 
giueers, and the direction of the siege 
operations, as a matter of course, de- 
volved upon him. It was during the 
progress of this slege that Col. Jones 
received a severe wound by a musket- 
ball through the ankle-joint, when in 
the act of making a signal to Lord 
Wellington. 

It had been decided that Colonel 
Jones, when all the arrangements for 
papoa the mine and making a 
lodgment upon the breach were com- 
plete, should make a signal from a 
certain spot by holding up his hat; 
accordingly, at the appointed time 
he quitted the parallel and made the 
signal agreed upon; no acknowledg- 
ment following, it was repeated, and 
again and again was toe hat held up 
and waved in the air unnoticed. On 
the signal being so often repeated, he 
became an object of suspicion to 
the garrison; the French officers were 
distinetly heard to point him out to 
their men, and from one or two marks. 
men there was speedily a whole line 
of musketeers firing at him from a 
distance of little more than one hun- 
dred yards. As might be expected, he 
was soon knocked down, and with 
dificulty rolled himself into the pa~ 
rallel; he directed the mine to be 
fired, and after a few seconds had the 
satisfaction of seeing an admirable 
breach formed by its explosion, the 
storming party, trom their proximity, 
were in a moment upon its summit, 
and the working party speedily fol- 
Jowed and began throwing up cover, 
to enable them to hold their position. 
Complete success having attended 
the operations entrusted to his charge, 
and it having become dark, he ordered 
himself to be carried out of the 
trenches, In the course of the war, 
Colonel Jones had seen so many cases 
of suffering in individuals who had re. 
ceived wounds through a joint, that 
he had frequently expressed a wish 
that if ever he should receive such 
a wound, the limb might be instantly 
amputated, lt is deeply to be re- 
gretted that his wishes on this occa. 
sion had not been attended to; had 
such been the case, his valuable life 
might still have been available for 
his country’s service, and himself 
spared years and years of great bodily 
suffering,

TRANSFERENCE or Paintincs.—The preservation of the paintings 
on plaster, with which certain of the ceilings in the old rooms of the 
British Museum were decorated, being deemed impracticable or not 
desirable, they were given up to destruction, and were for the most 
part knocked to pieces. Dowling, a modeller, being anxious to save 
some of them, applied himself to transfer some of the groups to 
canvas, chiefly from the library, and has succeeded admirably. With 
a paste composed of equal quantities of boiled oil, flour paste, and 
glue, he fastened a cloth to the whole surface of the painting pro- 
posed to be removed, and formed a framework in front, to support 
the painted plaster when loosened from the wall behind. He then 
cut away the timber work (in some cases brickwork) to which the 
plaster was attached, and with scrapers gradually removed the plaster 
from the back of the picture till the colour began to show, leaving a 
surface of about the thickness of a penny-piece, With a similar 
paste to that first mentioned, the painting was fastened to canvas 
strained on a frame, and the picture being freed from the cloth on the 
face of it by the application of warm water, and afterwards cleaned 
with soap and water, the operation was complete. ; 

Nrtson Corumn, — The alto relievo of the death of Nelson, in- 
tended for the front panel of this monument, is now on view at the 
studio of the artist, Mr. Carew. ‘I'he scene is taken from Southey’s 
history, and represents the exact moment when Captain Hardy, turn- 
ing round, suddenly perceives his commander being carried to the 
cock-pit. Captain Hardy is thus the principal figure, and his strong 
form presents a marked contrast to the dying figure of. Nelson, who 
is carried by two or three marines, Nelson and Hardy are the only 
two portraits in the work, but the artist has given prominence and 
individuality to other figures. A half-naked sailor at a gun, who for 
a moment forgets his occupation, absorbed by the melancholy specta- 
cle presented to him, while the men close to him are exclusively 
busied with the rigging, is well conceived and effectively placed. 
Another striking figure is that of a black man with a guu, which he 
is about to fire at the French vessel. In composing the work, the 
artist has succeeded in obtaining variety, and has at the same time 
felicitously avoided that confusion which is too often found in the 
representation of battle subjects. After the present week, prepara- 
tions for casting the work in bronze will commence,

Centrar Criminar Courr.—Anne Simons, twenty-six, spinster, 
was indicted for stealing a large quantity of velvet, satin, silk, lace, 
shawls, and other valuable articles, alleged to be of the value of 260., 
the property of James Marshall and another, and Philip Hickman, 
a merchant, who surrendered, was indicted for feloniously receiving 
the property so stolen, knowing it to have been stolen, ‘Ihe Attor- 
ney-General (with Mr, Clarkson and Mr. Bodkin), conducted the 
prosecution; Serjeant Wilkins and Mr. Huddlestone appeared for 
the prisoner Simons; and Sir Frederick Thesiger and Mr. Ballan- 
tine defended the gentleman who was charged as the guilty receiver, 
Mr. James Marshall examined by Mr, Clarkson: J am partner with 
Mr. Stinton in carrying on the business of linendrapers in Vere 
Street. The female prisoner was in our service, in October Jast, 
and had been for two years and a half engaged in the cloak depart- 
Ment as saleswoman. On the 19th of October, in consequence of 
some information 1 received, I sent for the female prisoner, and told 
her I wished to see a dozen pairs of stockings which she had taken a 
few days before from the hosiery department. She told me she had 
brought them back and laid them on the counter. I then told her 
six pairs of silk stockings were also missing, and she said she had 
taken them to get marked, I then told her that I suspected she had 
been robbing us toa large amount. I then went to the house of a 
person named Roake, where I found some property; and when I 
returned | gave the prisoner in charge, and her boxes were searched 
hy a constable, and several articles were found in them which I 
claimed as my property. Before she was given into custody, she told 
me that she had ‘given a portion of the stockings to a woman who 
was taking charge of her child, and the remainder were in her boxes, 
1 also found in the prisoner's box a piper bearing the name of Mr, 
Hickman. 1 subsequently went to Welbeck Sireet, where Simons's 
sister resided, 1 saw the housekeeper at Mr. Hickman’s, and inquired 
if he was at home, but it appeared that he was absent. On the 20th 
of October I went a second time to Mr, Hickman's, accompanied 
by Alli:on, the constable. He was not at home, and I left a mes. 
sage for him, and also my name and address. The message I left 
Was that Anne Simons had been robbing us to a large ampunt. Upon 
the second examination of the female prisoner, an attorney named 
Wathen, whom I have since learned is Mr. Hickman’s attorney, 
attended on her behalf, ‘I'here was another examination before the 
magistrate on the 21st of October, and Mr. Hickman was introduced 
to me by Mr. Wathen, and they told me there was a large quantity 
of goods at Mr. Hickman’s which no doubt belonged to us; that 
they had forced the drawers that morning and found them, and wished 
to give them up. Upon this we called a cab and proceeded to Mr, 
Hickman’s chambers, 18. Lincoln's Inn Fields. When we got to 
Lincoln's Inn Fields, Mr. Hickman took us in himself, and 1 saw 
two large bundles on the floor, and he pointed to a chest of drawers 
or wardrobe and said the things had been taken out of those drawers 
I then asked Mr. Hickman it he was not very much surprised to see 
such an immense quantity of goods in the possession of a person in 
Simons’ position? And he replied thatshe always toid him that she 
paid fur them, and she had a salary of TOL a year; and that her per- 
quisites made it J204 Her actual salary was 30/. a year, and her 
perquisites were not more than 2 or 3% during the whole time she 
was in our service, and when I told Mr, Hickman so he seemed very 
much surprised, 1 then recognised a waistcoat which Mr. Hick- 
man was wearing, and which was afterwards taken from him. He 
told me that Anne Simons had given it to him; and that he had 
another which she had also givento him. I told Mr. Hickman | had 
no doubt the waistcoat stuff had been stolen from us; and he replied 
that Anne Simons told him that it was a remnant she had bought from 
Marshall and Stinton’s, and that was of very little value. Mr. Hick- 
man then told me he had eleven other waistcoats made up, the stuff 
for which he had received from the prisoner, and he pointed out an 
easy chair, a bronze dog ornament, a cigar case, a gold chain, and 
Some other things, all of which he said bad been given to him by the 
prisoner Simons, as presents. Mr, Charles Suinton; I am the 
partner of the last witness; was present when the prisoner's boxes 
were opened, and I saw the articles that were claimed taken out of 
them. —Cross examined by Mr, Serjeant Wilkins: I swear I did not, 
after she had been engaged, mert tne prisoner Simons on the stairs 
and ask her to give up all the notes that had passed between us, l 
swear l never wrote to the prisoner in my life. I have never in the 
shop put slips cf paper into her hand. 1 wiil swear I never rode in 
acah with her, Did not say on the day she wasfapprehended it was a bad 
job for ber and for me.

rarely tell us of any exciting or romantic incidents, for the life ot 
the performer is of the most matter of fact and monotonous kind 
from the moment he makes his début. Neither do they, disclose 
any of the struggles and vicissitudes which the poor player endures ; 
for that would be offensive to his pride, and by no means enhance 
him in the estimation of a commercial, money making public, who 
discover a crime in poverty. Such works are, for the most part, 
meagre catalogues of “appearances,” with some few notices of the 
birth, parentage, and education of the subject of the memoir; and 
a particular account of his or her disputes with sundry managements, 
and the amount realised by salaries and an occasional benefit. Yet, 
in defiance of our experience of such works, we open each succes- 
sive novelty with avidity, hoping rather than expecting to find some 
recompense for our limited confidence. We are bound to say that 
Mr. Marshall more completely fulfils our anticipation thau any 
biographer that has preceded him, He is not content with a sketchy 
memoir—a meagre, outline narrative; he enters fully and fairly upon 
his subject, and boldly criticises the professional qualities of his 
heroes and heroines. He has no partialities, but for justice; he 
commits errors, but they are honestly committed, for they only affect 
his judgment. A few instances of the freedom of his commentaries 
will establish this position, for the reader will admit their candour 
if he does not subscribe to the opinion they convey. 


If books by their quality betray the moral character and complexion of the 
intelligent part of society, the theatre truly indicates the habits and manners 
of the people, seeing the support of the theatre must depend upon the ma- 
jority, or vulgar, and not upon the existence {of a few, however enlightened. 
The mirror is, indeed, thus held up to nature, not only in the sense of the 
poet, but also in representing the taste of the public, it is a mirror of the public 
mind and manners. When we shall find an audience take delight in the high 
and moral productions of genius, responding to the sentiments of humanity 
with a quiet admiration, irresponsive to the coarse buffoonery and lewdness

ment hall, wherein the character and moral condition of a people are sponta- 
neously rendered to the observations of truth; and a manager who, in spite 
of a popular viciousness, holds that viciousness up to public execration, in the 
severe morality of the drama, is one of the first of our benefactors, The theatre 
is the poor uneducated man’s book, and like a child, there he reads in the 
actual personification the great truths of virtue, or else is sunk lower and lower 
into the filth and mire of grossness and vice. 

Let Charles Mathews look to this if he would succeed at the Lyceum. When 
Mr, and Mrs. Keeley were placed in a position to raise up their art from its 
prostration, had, so far from making the attempt, used their whole endeavour to 
entangle it still farther in the meshes that enslaved it, we expressed our dis- 
appointment as strongly as it had been felt by us. What a glorious opportunity 
has been thrown away, in which-this management might have been advantaged, 
and the drama resuscitated. Anything like liveliness in competition between 
the Lyceum and the Haymarket would have attracted a greater amount of atten- 
tion to the two theatres, and have been beneficial to both. But no; neither the 
manager nor his talented partner could have played the entire five acts of a re- 
gular comedy, and they would have nothing to say to it. So instead of emulating 
the Haymatcor; they set their wits to rivalling the Adelphi; and as they could 
Not engross to the class of their own individual performance the entire intellec- 
tuality of the national drama, they tumbled into buffoonery to enable themselves 
to compete with the minors, and have been beateh.

In 
the higher walks of melo-drama he has always distanced all competition ; and 
though his warmest admirers cannot call him a perfect tragedian, the majority 
Must admit that he is a performer who is always seen with pleasure, frequently 
with delight, and that, like John Cooper, he can play an infinitude of characters, 
80 as to please that majority, without annoying the fastidious few. As an in- 
stance of his powers in domestic drama I need only mention his forcible realisa- 
tion of the poet's fancy in * Martin Heywood,” on the production of Douglas 
Jerrold’s excellent drama “ The Rent Day,” January 25tn, 1832, at Drury Lane. 
His pathos and frequent bursts of deep emotion rendered the performance a 
painful picture of his art, and a beautiful specimen of rustic honesty, in the affec- 
tionate husband and kind father.
